To the brat class belong the chestnut 
oak and tbe live oak of the south Tbla 
latter tree. for generatlona played an 
important part In shipbuilding, but baa 
now been superseded by Iron and steel. 
The leef. which la an evergreen. Id en¬ 
tirely without Indentations and Is thick 
and leathery. The wood la very heavy 
and strong, bsa s beautiful grata and 
Is susceptible of taking a high polish 
At ooe time this wood was so value bla 
that our government paid (300.060 for 
large tracts of land In tbe south, that 
our navy might be sure of a supply of 
Uve oak timber. 

To tbe second class of oaka we era 
largely Indebted for tbe gorgeous col 
ora of our autumn leaves. Tbe red. 
scarlet and ptn oaka with tbelr bril¬ 
liant reds, scarlets and browns, are 
dose mm pet! tow* with tbe maple In 
giving our American Landscapes tbe 
most wonderful autumn colorings to be 
found anywhere In tbe world.

Parrots are 
known to be susceptible to a disease so 
peculiar to themselves that It Is called 
from the Greek word for parrot, “psit¬ 
tacosis.” A number of fatal cases In 
human beings of what was at first sup¬ 
posed to be a malignant tnfluenxal pneu¬ 
monia were In Paris traced to tbe bacil¬ 
lus at present thought to be causative 
of tbe parrot disease. A certain pro¬ 
portion of parrot* arp known to die 
from tuberculosis. Cato are known 
sometimes to have tuberculosis, and 
that tbey have In many cases been car¬ 
riers of diphtheria and other of tbe 
ordinary Infections directly and Indi¬ 
rectly is more than suspected.—Kansas 
City Journal.
